time, for when the police reached Sitting 
Balls camp on Grand River, they found 
arrangements being made for departure. 
The cavalry had not vet reached the 
cunp when the police Sitting 
Ball and started back with him His

followers quickly rallied to the resene 
and tried te retake him. Ih the fight | 
that ensued Sitting Bnllis said to have 
been ki‘led. Fiveof the Indian police 


were also killed One of the i lice rode 
back to the cavalry and infantry telling 
them to hurry up to support the police, 
and hurried onto the agency with the 
news of the battle. No later particulars 
have been received, but the death of 
Sitting Bulland of at least five of the 
Indian police seems undoubtedly true 
LATER, 

Sf. Paul, Dec, 1. Telegrams received 
here late to-night confirmthe report of the 
killing of Sitting Bull, hisson Black Bird, 
Catch Bear and four other hostiles. te 
gether with aeven of the best police under 
Captain Fecht. As soon as the tiring had 
coased, three troops of cavalry came to 
the rescue of the Indian police, who were 
being route] by the skilful sharpshooters 
of the hostiles. They brought with them 
uns, which turned 
loose upon Sitting Bnll’s followers, and 
within five minutes the savages were out 
of range and riding at a furious rate 
toward the Bad Lands, where Shert Bull 
and Crow Dow are entrenched with 200 
Ogallala bucks. The police were 
out to Sitting Bull's camp to arrest the 
old medicin® man .as it had been reported 
that he had struck his tepees and was 
about to join the hostiles whe had pillag- 
elalong the White river. When the 
officers reached the camp they found the

Indians ready to march. = Their ponies 
were painted and many of the savages 
had stripped themselves for war. The 


police madea dash inte the camp and 
seized Sitting Ball. They were on their 
way back to Standing Rock when Black 
Bird, the tall. athletic son of the famous 
chief, urged his comrades to recapture the 
old man. The women and children were 
left in the bushes, and then with yells 
the hostiles charged upon the poliee, fir- 
ing as they came. A hand-to-hand strug 
gle ensued, during which Sitting Bull, 
who Was sh wh led. gave his orders in Aa 
loud voice. For several minutes the fir- 
ing was heavy and deadly. Nearly every | 
man who was hit was killed. In the 
furious fusilade Sitting Bull fell out of 
his saddle. pierced by a bullet. The hos 
tiles fired with deadly aim. and slowly | 
drove the otticers from the field. If the 
cavalry had not come at this time [ft 1s 
probable that the force would have been 
aunihilated. The seldiers were quick to 
enter into action. After the battle, Sitt- 
ing Bull's body, which had been aban- ,
